The Motto of Mr, Teel’s Work- 
ing Woman's Union.” 


Mr. Teel, President and Board of Direc- 
tors of the “Union,” in Trouble—How 
to Dispose of a Wife—Sent to the Work 
House by Mr. Teel’s Manager—Inter- 
esting Revelations of the Workings of 
an Intelligence Office for Women. 


On the 4th of November, a pale, sickly looking 
woman was taken from her home, No. 812 Ohest- 
nut street, to the Four Courts and locked up there 
on a charge of disorderly conduct. The charge 
was preferred by Miss Minnie Thyson. The wom- 
an's name was Mrs. H. H. Teel, and her husband 
is the president of the Working Woman's Uaien, 
an employment bureau at 812 Chestnut street. At 
first glance it would seem rather a sum- 
mary proceeding on the part ofa young lady to 
have the mistress of a house arrested and locked 
up, and when it is further known that the young 


lady appeared in the First District 
Police Court the next morning, and 
had the woman fined $5 and sen 
to the Work House, in which proceeding the 
young lady was aided and abetted by Mr. Teel. it 
is but natural to ask the reason of such action. 
An investigation intothe matter reyeals strange 
circumstances. Mrs. Teel served her term in the 
Work House, returned to her home, and, it is 
said, was refused admission. Tuereupon she 
sought refuge with a Mrs. Lizzie B. Waters, at 
No. 1343 North Sixth street, in whose house she 
isatiresent. While she was in the Work House 
Miss Tliysen, her prosecutor, lived in the house 
with Mr. Teel, as manager of the institution, Mr. 
Tei in the meantime tiling a suit for divorce 
from his wife. Mrs. Teel, who is a frail-looking 
woman of about 3. tells a story which reflects 
very sadly upon ber husband. She says she is lis 
lawful wife, which the suit tor divorce on Teel’s 
part would go to prove, and that she has lived 
with him fora number of years. She says that 
her relations with him were pleasant until he took 
into his employ a girl named Minnie Thyson, for 
whom, she says, he showed a marked preicrence, 
and then Mrs. Teel became jealous.

THERE aretwo Japanese customs. that we 
ought to naturalize and adopt. Japanese women 
indicate their ages by the arrangement of the 
pair.

‘AND yet something would de lost dy this 
hirsute honesty. The charm of uncertainty, of 
speculation, that fascinates a man like a game of 
poker, and like the luxury of raking in an unex- 
pected pot, or of staking one’s all on four Kings 
to find that the other fellow holds five aces. Ali 
the delicate indirection that our widows use to 
express themselves would be lost to the world, 
and the final yieiding after along siege, as if the 
power were irresistible, that flatters a man until he 
cannot recognize himself, would disappear. On 
the whole, th ere is more solid fun in our foolish- 
ness. 


I NOTICE that the merchant tailors have formed 
a protective union against the clothes dead beat, 
and I learn from one of them that the practice of 
getting clothes without paying for them is grow- 
ing to an enormous extent. The principle ofa 
moneyless swell is that a man must have clothes, 
you know, and having some good clothes to start 
on, hefinds it easy to keep up the supply for 
several seasons without any material damage to 
his pocket book. Every one has seen this kind 
of young man. He always dresses well, is ten to 
one a very é@ntertaining fellow, good looking, 
probably, and is very popular in society circles 
for a time. During his blooming period he is the 
envy of his companions, and the honest, hard- 
working, paying fellows around bim cannot hold 
a candle to him. Like the lily of the valley, he 
tolls not, neither does be spin—anything more 
than a yarn—and yet be is always beautiful to 
look upon. 


A SUFFERER from this class of dead beats told 
me that usually bis uninterrupted career of gor- 
geous glory lasts about three or four years, wiih 
only a few slight annoyances to trouble his peace- 
ful mind, and then, unless he has been fortunate 
enough to catch a fortune, the collapse strikes 
him hurd. He runs the gauutiet from the best 
tailor in town down to the side street clothier, 
who for once only feels complimented by bis dis- 
tinguished attentions. Money or friends are 
necessary to get the first suit—in all probability 
he pays cash for it; then he gets credit for the 
next, and, perhaps, makes a payment or two of 
small amounts. Having trusted him, the tailor 
gives bim another suit, for fear of offense and of 
losing all. Having worked the first man to the 
fullest extent, he gets another in his toils by tell 
ing him that the first is a poor tailor and doesn’t 
suit him, aud he thinks he will like bis new friend 
best, and go on through the line, until his list is 
exhausted, and he drops into the ranks of the 
shabby genteel, goes to work, secures @ father-in- 
law or moves to pastures new. 


GIT is really too bad that the tailors should object 
so strongly to suffering for society’s sake. These 
perfumed flowers of humanity are society’s orna- 
ments. They are delicate combinations of nature 
and art, and are the moving spirits of the circles 
in which they move. And they make business 
brisk, and are the counters dy which the account 
of honest mankind in general with the merchant 
tallors is balanced up and made even. There is 
the foundation of a righteous cause on the side of 
these swell- heads, and society can ill afford to 
lose them. 


A MAN or a woman, however, can dress well 
and appear well legitimately on all occasions, 
without greatly diminishing bank accounts. This 
isan age ofshams. Everything from the soles of 
one’s feet to the top of one’s head, except the 
naked frame work, and from the cellar to the gar- 
ret, can be hired for tue time. I know of elegant- 
ly dressed men that pay a comparatively small 
amount for aseason’s Clothes, with the proviso 
that the clothes be returned after a short wear- 
ing, and of others who have arrangements with 
men à degree or two lower in the scale of swell- 
ness, to take the clothes off their hauds at nigh 
prices after a month’s wearing. Even the ladies 
have caught the infection, and many of the hand- 
some sealskin sacques and other adornments are 
rented for the season, not nought.

It saves an 
immense amount of suffering in warm winters, it 
saves all the trouble of guarding against moths, 
thieves and fire, and it enables the renter to have 
an apparently Dew sacque every winter.

A German Servant Girl Murders Her Illegiti- 
mate Child and Throws Its Body Into the 
Street- The Crime Confessed.

a married man aud the fatuer of two chiidren, 
wiio lives in Bavaria, Germany. He gave her 
money to come to this country, where sie arrived 
four months ao. For the last three 
months she bas been employed as a 
servant by Mrs. Muller. She is a comely looking, 
robust girl, with dark hair aud eyes aud is but 19 
years old. Her sister, wuo is married, also lives 
iu woodbaven.

CURIOUS ROBBERIES. 


Offices of Commission Merchants Bargla . 
iged ina Peculiar Manner. : 
There was rather a curious rohbery last nigh 
at the offices of D. R. Francis & Bro., grain com 
mission merchants,in the Gay Building, Third 
aud Pine streets. The regular cashier of the firm 
Was absent from the ciiv, and Mr. Sid Francis; 
the junior member, had temporarily assumed his 
duties. Alter straightening up their accounts the 


o’cleck, leaving Mr. Tom Francis, a younger 
brother and Mr. Will Roland, a clerk, to close up. 
Previous tohis depariure Mr. Sid Francis had 
placed the cash box, containing about #125 in cash 
and $4,009 in checks and due bilis, ete., in the 
vault, Mr. Roland closed and locked the vault 
when be and Tom Franeis left. To be doubly sure 
they both returned to see that everythi 
was all right. They closed the outer door and 
left the building about 6:30 o’clock. When they 
reached the office this morning the door of the 
vault was open, but the lock turned. The eash 
box was gone, but nothing else wis missing. The 
janitor, a celored man, was called in and he made 
a statement that when he came to clean up lust 
pres he found the door ot the office 
open. @ ahd two colored women did the clean- 
ing, and when he leit he locked the door. This 
meruing he again found the door open and locked 
it. He also said that he notieed this morning the 
door of the vauit was closed and locked, but not 
fagtened, A search about the office revealed the 
further fact thai a drawer in one of the desk 
which was always kept open, was lock 
and the key gone. A locksmith was sent for, and 
when the drawer was pried open ali the notes, 
checks, etc., that had been placed in we cash box 
were found. mane Bee not even been louked over. 
The $125 in cash, however,did act turn up. About 
~~ past It o’elock to-day the cash box was found 
n the bottom drawer ot an old desk in the side of- 
fee. It had been pried open Wiha hatehet that 
hung behind the door leading to the maln office, 
The hatchet was found on ihe floor, with the edge 
badly chipped. An examination of the door of the 
vault showed no eviceaces of tools or burglars’ 
impiements. having been used upon it. The 
burglar either knew the combination or 
found the vauit door open, though 
the latter supposition is improbable, as 
both Mr. Tom Francis and Willi Roland 
are positive that they left it perfectly secure. Mr. 
Francis is loath to suspect or accuse, directly or 
— any One as being implicated In the rob- 
Dery. e is inclived to thiuk th t the young men 
were egreiess in closing the vault door, and al- 
though they turned the lock yet the door was not 
seeurely fastened. Some ene may have then en- 
teredu he office and the robbery was an easy matter, 
A robbery Very similarto this occurred about 

two weeks ugo at the offices of D. F. Grier & Co., 
opposite the Pianters’ House. Mr. Grier’s cashier 
placed tne cash box in the vault and lecked it, as 
usual, before golug nome in the evening. In the 
morning the door of the office was 
found open by the janitor, but everything 
in the office appeared to be ali right. Upon 
opening the vault, however, thecash-box was 
Missing. It coutained $88 in cash and several 
notes. Nothing has been viscovered since by Mr. 
Grier to throw any light on the robbery. Pay- 
ment on the Ghecks and notes was stopped.
